It is one of the greateft Cities in the 
World, being Twenty four Miles in Circumference, and 
contains Six hundred thoufand Inhabitants, according to 
a moderate Computation , and about Thirty eight thou- 
fand and three hundred Buildings, reckoning the Palaces, 
Mofques, Baths, Bazars, Caravanferais, and Shops. The 
Author is very particular in Defcribing all the Parts of 
that City ; and his Defcription will fully fatisfy the Cu- 
riofity of thofe who defire to know it. 

This Account of I/pshan is attended with a Relation of 
the firft Voyage of the Author from that City to Bandar. 
Abaffi, 2 Sea-Port Town between the Ifles of Ormus and 
Kichmichs, and of his Return from thence to I/pahan. 

The laft Part of this Volume contains an Account of 
a Second Journey from Ifpshan to Bandar-Abafi. The 
whole is illuftrated with a great Number of Copper. 
Cuts. , ; 

A large Defcription of the Ruins of Perfepolis isto be 
found in the firft Relation aboveemention’d , and makes 
one of the moft Curious Parts of this Volume. Thofe 
Ruins are fo confiderable , and give fo great an Idea of 
the Beauty and Statelinefs of that Ancient City, that 

I can hardly fatisfy the Curiofiry of the Readers, with- 
out enlarging upon them : And therefore I thal) make it 
hereafter the main Subje& of one of my weekly Sheets ; 
and in the mean time I thall.take notice of feveral Obſer.

The Perfians affirm , that an 
Eftate acquir'd by unlawful Means , produces this perni- 
cious Effe& to the Eighth Generation. Which is the Red- 
fon why many Great Men make it their Bufinefs to earn 
the Money, with which they buy their Vi@tuals, “ The 
“ Great Mogul himfelf, that abe er ge who is a 
“ very fuperftitious Man, being afraid that he had 
‘* a Peny, among fo many Millions of which his 
** nue confifts, free from Fraud and Extortion ; bétook 
“ himfelf to write Alcorans , that are privately fold all 
“ over the Town . . , . and he eats only what he gets 
* by them”. Abas the Second, King of Perfia, took 
a r —5** and —* the te —7 — sere 
mention’d: It brings in a year — wo 
fand Crowns, which was fufficient for his, Meat and 
Drink. This Superftition goes no farther than Food. 
The Perfians have no Scruples about the Unlawfulnefs of 
any other Branch of their Revenues. "Tisto be obferv'd, 
that every body in the £affern Countries has his own Pors 
tion of Meat and Drink at Table, as'tis pradiſed 5*8 
naſteries; and therefore ‘tis an rahe ‘to 
have his own Meat drefs'd for himfelf. 

There are Twelve thoufand publick Women at i/ps- 
ban, who pay a Tribute of Three hundred and 
thoufand Livres, or thereabouts ; befides thofe, who are 
exempted from that Tax. .

rerwards fhe goes home , and prefenrs all the Men fhe 
meets in the way , and whom fhe likes , with fome Nuts 
and Raifins, and defires them to eat ‘em. “ The Perfians 
“ (fays the Author ) look upon it asa Remedy for Bar- 
“ rennefs, and call it Umying the Drawers, as the French 
“ fay, dénviier I éguillette, a Figure taken from the Cuftom 
‘* of Women in the Caſt, who wear Drawers, as I have 
“obferved”. The Author adds, that rhe firft cime he 
came to Ifpahan, he met a tall Woman of great Ap- 
pearance , attended by fome other Women, who pre- 
fented him with fome Nuts and Raifins, and defired him 
to eat them. He refuled them, not knowing what fhe 
meant: But when he came to know the Meanin of it, 
and that the Lady would be very much affi&ted, and 
look upon his Refufal as an ill Omen, he was very forry 
for it. 

The Author obferves im another place, where he dif 
courfes of Circumcifion, That barren Women fwallow a 
Prepuce, in hopes that it will cure them of their Barren- 


nefs.

Their Number does not amount to 
Eighty Thoufand ; and they would have been deftroyed 
long ago, had it not been for their great Mifery and Sim. 
plicity. They are nor {6 well thaped; nor fo whire asthe 
Mabometan Perflan:. Their Priefts teach them, that the 
greateft Vircue confifts in getting Children, and manu- 
ring the Ground ; and therefore moft of ttiem apply them- 
felves to Agriculture. They drink Wine, and eat all 
mannér of Flefh, excepting Beef. They are not ve 
fond of converfing with ather Nations , efpecially wi 
the Mabometans. Bigamy and Divorce are unlawful a« 
mong them ; and they cannot marry Women of a diffe. 
rent Religion. ‘Tis obfervable, if a Wife proves 
barren the firft Year of her Marriage, ber Husband is al. 
lowed to take another without parting with the firft. 

The Guebres have but few Pritits, who are very igno. 
rant of their wa Religion. Sir John Chardin mentions.a 
large Book, which he has feen, containing an Account of 
their Dodtrine 5 but he could not gee it explain’d to him.

Hen Dr. Vinflon read his Difcourfe to the Royal A- 

cademy of Sciences, (the 22d. of laft April,) where- 

in he fhew’d how Secretion is performed in the Glands of 

Animals ; he declared, in the firft Place , what he meant 

by Secretion, He faid, that the Human Body is imbibed 

with different Liquors befides Blood ; that moft of thofe 

Liquors originally proceed from the Blood , from which 

they are feparated in particular Organs call'd Glands ; and 

that chis tion or Cribration of Liquors from the 
Blood is call’d Secretion. 

He mention’d the different Opinions of Philofophers 
concerning the Manner how this Secretion is performed ; 
and after having rejected the Fa:ulties of the Ancients, 
the Ferments , and the Configuration of the Pores alledged b 
the Moderns, he faid, that thoſe, who had given the be 
Account of che Matter , were fome Modern Phyficians, 
who compare the Secretions inthe Glands with the Fil- 
trations of Chymifts, Whereupon he alledged two Chy- 
mical Experiments. 1. That when blotting Paper is im- 
bibed with Water or Oil, if a Mixture of Oil and Warer 
be poured upon ir, thatLiquor,with which the Paper is im- 
bibed, will go through it , and the other remain upon 
it. 2. That when Oil and Water mixed together are 

ut into a Veſſel, if Cotton-matches, or Lingets of Cloth 
dipp’d, fome in Oil and others in Water, and put up- 
on the Edge of the Veffel like a Syphon, in fuch a manner, 
that one of the Ends lies in the aeer , and the other 
hangs out ; thofe that are imbibed with Oil will diftil 
Oil, and thofe that are imbibed with Water , will only 
diftil Water. 

Dr. Vinfm going upon thofe Experiments, lays down 
Imbibition as the Caufe of Secretion. This Opinion has 
been hitherto a mere Suppofition : But becaufe a Philo- 
fopher, efpecially a Phyfician, ought not to be contented 
with bare Conjectures, in a thing of fo great Importance 
with refpe& to the whole Animal Oeconomy, and b 
reafon of the Confequences that may be deduc'd from it 
in the Pra&tice of Phyfick ; Dr. Vinflon thought it necef- 
fary to enquire into Nature it felf, in order to find out 
the Truth. He took a View of all che Glands of Hu- 
man Bodies , and of thofe of different Animals; and at 
Jaft, after man uiries, he found that the Glands are 
Colleétions of Veflels, which he calls Secresory, by rea- 
fon of their Ufe; that thofe Veflels are full of a Kind 
cous Textans of Cloth, Cosmon, or Papers ond. be, pro

Thofe Glands or Secretory Veffels, fays he, 
were imbibed, from the firft Conformation of the Foetu,
